Three years at»o the always 
skeptical musical world began 
to stir with rumors of an 
extraordinary new artist, a 
soprano named Mary Costa 
who was said to combine a 
rarely beautiful voice with 
fine musicianship, the looks 
of a movie queen and the 
dramatic ability of a Broad­ 
way star.

In the summer of 1959, Miss 
Costa sanu Euriflice in "Or- 
feo" at the Glyndebourne 
Festival and, that fall sang 
her debut season with the 
San Francisco Opera.

Born in Knoxville, Tenn.. 
of Irish and Italian parents, 
and trained in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, Miss Costa is married 
to Hollywood producer-writer 
Frank tashlin and the couple 
make their home in Beverly 
Hills.

Before embarking on a 
serious musical career. Miss 
Cosla recorded the singing 
and speaking voice of "The 
Sleeping Beauty" in the Walt 
Disney feature-length car­ 
toon and enjoyed a lucrative 
career in non-singing tele­ 
vision commercials for Chrys­ 
ler.
